What ii to be dune ' The leaat wr 
•an do ii If make «ur lufferingi known — 
to akpreia oar Mine of their prrutir* — 
and It) invoke relief from thme by whom 
relief may be given. But we have not 
dotH Ihu laagt. At any rale, we hare not 
don* it through oar comtitul tonal organ i. 
Wa ban not dun- it thruogh nr re pre - 
•atatieta n. the legiiUlure. They mt 
dumb and aKxUt'oku. Any perwn in 
ikiog through the pagea of 
I of prtoerdinga, wonU infer 
boar Queatlns waa at real — 
thai tbt aaluay wat not only full of work, 
bat roll of workmen too— that m uteri 
want well (applied with ■erranti, and 
■trrantt with maateri — that, in the labour 
market, demand and tupply were in a lUle 
of felicitoiii efu ill briu in. The inference 
I ba perfectly juatirwd by the pre- 
, and yet «oah a> the eiperience of 
eterv faraKr and gwier in the land 
wnnfd imtignsi tly repudiMr. 

The apathy af the Council ii the more 
•ttraotditiary, at an intimation wai given 
tu them by the Colohul Sicapriii , an 
tbt MOl of Hay, that a qualified recom- 
■Hudauen bad been tranamitted to the 
BiftcritT oro'TiTi by l(« lale Govutiui, 
la tbt ejert that emigration, tu the extent 
of eete-lfcird of that propuaed by tbe 
InimigrMion Commiltee of the previuoi 
aeauorj, ahould be enenaraged. Thit 
intimation ought certainly to hur been 
followed ap before now by an Addreu tu 
Him M.Jie-TY. or a pclit 



iotimatitt. So long ai the colony .hall 
continue to be in want of labour, 
an lung ought thii lo be a alanding Set- 
■ional Qtieition, coming ftiruard jmt » 
niluraliy^ being jutt u ranch a matter of 
coiirie, ai the Revenue Appropriation 
Bill. Il la a qneation Ihnt t an urver be 
worn out. To lhe colaniiti 11 U alwayi 
new, because alwayi imporUnt to their 
vital intereiU, Like the appetite for food, 
it eomei upon them every lucceeding day 
with frail) demandi. It may ponibly lie 
monotonoui and tireiome to the Govern- 
ment ; but what the ijipcals uf the Coun- 
cil may lack in the attraction! of novelty, 
ihould be than com pen sated by 

earneat importunity. Let the Council 
'•yiteyetu tbe Colonial Office, aeuinn 
after les.ion, urging and re-urging the 
itnrng facia of their cauie ; and in the 
end, termi of capitulation are jure lo lie 
gained. 

There ii a peculiar reaaon why the ap- 
peal ihould be renewed al the pretem 
juncluia. The colon iati have teen by lhe 
communication! addreiaed to the BrK.iEa 
by our Parliamentary Agent, the Honor- 
abte Mi. Scott, that Miniilera were 
itrongly inclined tu coquette ivith New 
South Walei for a niudnied lenewal of 
trauipurlation. Thii ii now made still 
mote un *q u i focal. By the recent arrivala 
from England, a owmi deapalch h*l been 
received at Govertiinent Iluuse from Mr. 
Secretary Uhmtosk, intimating thai if 
the colonial! wuuld n-it oljject to convict 
labour, they might hue il on lerrut more 
favourable than ever. We nre given to 
undrrttand, that if convicti ahutilJ 
be accepted for out nudi and 
other public works, the British Trea- 
lury would not quarrel with any 
term • and conditions ne might itipiihue 
as lo their maintenance and luperviiiou. 
Thii, il must he confeiacd, is an alluring 
bail i knd wr have no doubt tome of our 
honorable membera will look at ilwilh a 
wistful eye, and be itrongly inclined to 
nibble - t tvhilsl others of them will 
be ready lo iwallow ii ai a 
mouthful. Nul j^, m would fain 
hope, with the majorii), The tarr;er 
numlier are surely prepared to make a 
firm stand against any and every over- 
lure that budei evil lo the moral welfare 
of the colony. If not, the colonist! mutt 
ipeak out for themielvri. Of ikrm, at 
all event*, lhe majority— live rait majority 
—■would, we are persuaded, relher tub- 
mil lo any temporary inconvenience aris- 
ing from the scarcity of labour, than 
bring upon their country the Uaiing evils, 
the indelible alifnna, uf what is known 
amongst us at " Cmricfi«s." What- 
ever may be ihoughL by the aordid 
fortune-iiunleri, whose eyca, perverted by 
the enchantments of Mainmun, can see 
oo evil but poverty, no good bill wealth, 
we cannot doubt that the great bulk of 
those who consider the colony their Aume 
— especially head* of families, and vir- 
uoui brolhen anil listen — would depre- 
cate a revival of convictisin at one of the 
dirett calamilirt that could beftl the land. 
To fAew, then, shuuld we make our ap- 
peal — tktir pemoualrancei, thtir .Irenu- 
otii and u ncum prom iii ng reiistanre, 
ihould we invoke— wet* a majority of the 
Council to beiray a want of right feeling 
on this critical mbjccl. And w. could , 
have no fears « to the result. The eofo:;y ! 
vould bt up, Overwheluiiug nunibers 
would batten lo dcnuutice and oppose lhe 
threatened niHictiuu. 

Uut let us hope belter Ihingv uf the 
Council. There are men in that Jluuae 
who, we know, deeply ijui path is* with 
the constituency in their dread and abhor- 
rence of the whole syatetu of convictimi ; 
men whuui no paltry considerations of 
gain could for one mom em a* i luce from 
tile path uf duty. I^et ut 1io[h! thai the 
rxample of these •onod patriula— palrlult 
ii the true icnse of the word— if il canuot 
change, will al leait thaiue, iheir lest 
nanimuut compeera. 
11 circumiUacei comidered, if the
